.Be it enacted by tk General AB8677lbltf of tk State of Iowa:-

SJCCTION 1. Amounts appropriated.· That there is hereby appro­
priated out of any money in the state treasury, not otherwise appropriated, 
for the fish and game commission of Iowa, the following sum, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, to be expended for the purposes herein spec· 
i:fied, to-wit: 
For gathering :fish at Sabula for re-stocking the lakes and

For protection, distribution, and reproducing :fish for the next 

two years .. ............................................... I 8,000.

IOWA STATE COLLEGE OF AGRICULTURE AND MECHANIC ARTS, STATE UNI­
VERSITY AND STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 

H. F. a. 
AN ACT making appropriations to the Io?Ta ahte colle~re of agrlouUure and mechanic 

arts, the state untverslty, and the state normal school. 
B6 it enacted by the General Assembly Clj the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Agriculture college-amounts appropriated-when 
available. There is hereby appropriated to the Iowa state college of agri­
culture and mechanic arts, out of any money in the state treasury not other­
wise appropriated, for replrirlll, general improvements, current expenses, 
and additional supp:>rt, the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars (125,000). 
annually hereafter; said sum to be p&id in quarterly installments, on order 
of the trustees, the first installment to be paid July first, 1900. That there 
be further appropriated for said college, out of any money in the state treas­
ury not otherwise appropriated, the followiiJg sums for the following 
purposes, to wit: 
President's residence. . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . 110,000 
Horse barn and stock pavilion.. .. . . .. .. .. .. .. .. .. .. .. . .. .. .. .. . • 112,000 
Purchase of pure bred stock ..................................... 110,000 
General engineering hall. . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . . • . . . 185,000 

Twenty-five thousanJ dollars of the item "general engineering hall" 
sha.ll not be available before November first, 1901. 

Sxc. 2. State university-additional appropriations-how and 
when payable. There is hereby appropriated out of any money in the 
state treasury, not otherwise appropriated, for the further and addi­
tional support of the state university of Iowa, in its several departments 
and chairs, and in addition to other appropriations the sum of fifty thousand 
dollars (150,000), annually hereafcer; said sum to be payable in quarterly 
installments tn the order of the board of regents of said university, the 
first insta.llment to be payable on the first day of September A. D. 1900. 
There is further appropriated in addition to the above the sum of ten 
thousand dollars (110,000), for repair and contingent fund, to be paid on the 
order of the board of regents of said university; provided that no more than 
half thereof shall be drawn daring the year 1900. 

SEc. 8. State normal-amounts appropriated--how and when 
payable. There is hereby appropria~ed, annually, to the state normal 
school at Cedar Falls, out of any money in the state treasury not other Rise 
appropriated, the following sums of money, in additbn to the permanent 
support fund of &aid school: 
For payment of teachers ..................................... I 16.500.00 
For payment of contingent expenses .......................... I 5,000.00 

Fur other expenses: That there be and is hereby appropriated the fol­
lowing respective sums of money from any money in tbe state treasury not 
otherwise appropriatei, or so much thereof as may be necess~ry for the use 
and benefit of said school .................................... I 8,000.00 

. For repairs for two years .................................... I 8,000.00
